THE LATEST MISSIONARY 
TROUBLE. 


ee 
In the enrnest hop» that a healthy public 


opinion may ‘lead to. the removal of the tacit 
fapu on such criticisms, and eventually being 
about some practical’ restriction of the 
missionary nuisance, we reproduco'the follow. 
ing from ‘the Japa Chronicle --Ln yester: 
day's iksne we published 2 surnmary of the 
statements reaching Hongkong regarding the 
attack on the missionaries at Linchow and the 
murder of five upfortunate persons, basod on 
the particulars oblained from the two survivors. 
They probably comtilite all that we shall ever 
know of what occarred on that terrible day, or 
of tho ounses which Ind to a sudden explosion 
of ferocious hatred against. missionaries iu o 
district which hos hitherto borne a good 
reputation as peacctal and law-abiding, What 
is of most importance to the world in general is 
the reason for the outbreak, Did Dy, Mach)+ or 
any other ot tho missionaries give any 
oxense by overt ctor lack of prudonce for the 
abultition of hatred that was shown? As is 
nadal in such exses, tle wvidenco is very conflict- 
ing, One of tho reports reaching Hongkong 
vwas to the effect that one of tho mission uries 
hod interfered with s procession passing’ tho 
hoapital ; another that an idol had been seized 
nad only rostored after threats wero uttorod; 
ond still another (hot.an idpl had beon thrown 
down by the missionaries, who objectad too 
voligions ceremony that was proceeding iu a 
matshed ‘built on mission lund. All of these 
roports, which probably came through Chi- 
nese ogonrees and’ y-presont whut — the 
Chinese believe, are denied by tho survivors 
a8 inaccurate, ‘but, as we pointed ont yester- 
day, thoro is a-curious discrepancy in the 
aceaunts now given, A corre:pondent, ap- 
parently a missiouary, writiog from Samshni. 
which place the survivors riiiclied onthe Bth 
instant, atatea that Dr. Machle, finding’ o 
‘ Chinese roligious corsmony pditig on in a mat. 
shod which onoronched on thission land, soizdd 
two bombs which wore about io bo let off by o 


boy, this being dene apparently to onaure that 
the elders would come und seo him to talk ovor 
the matter of the encroachment. Cleurly this 
was a provocatiyy act. Everyone ix aware of 
tho somi-religions motive connected with the 
explosion of crackers and other firororks on cor- 
tain occasions by the Chinese, unlit is quite 
conceivable that the seizure of bombs might be 
regarded by the Chinose as being as great an 
act of sacrilege as the appropriation of a denser 
at an open-air celebration of Catholic mysteries 
in Europe. Nowit isa remarkable fact that in 
the later acconntfrom Canton, which appears 
to havo’ been obteined from Dr. Machlo and to 
represent lis. -viows, nothing is suid of this 
incident. Dr. Michle is represmted as dis- 
covering that o part of the matshed where a 
religions ceremony, was beiny performed was 
built on mission property, and, shooked that any’ 
part of the mission ground should be put to 
such a use, he asked the olders to come and see 
hiny, which thoy did, promising, ufter what is 
said to ba an amigablo conversation with the 
misxionary, not to repeat’ the offence. Then, 
quiteunadeountally,. thexiot begins We think 
most people will be inclined: to regard the 


But toch is the rampory “ovilence” upon 
which thid shocking charge of promeditated 
murder is made by oe sot of Christians againat 
another, Yot itis admitted that. prominent 
Catholic wond to tho cave with tho civil official 
who discovered: Dr. Machle and ‘invited tho two 
survivors to go to tho Catholic mission premisos, 
the offer being mai at 2 time when tho attitude 
of the psoplo was still so threatening thatthe 
survivors had te bo disguised as “braves” in 
order té be conducted to a place of safoty. Dr. 
Machlo, however, lelieving that the French 
priests wero aot the bottom of the trouble, 
acorniqlly declined the proffoxed nisistance, 

As vo have said, it is the utter recklessness 
with which such a charge is madpby one sot of 
wissionnriey against another that constitutes its 
worst aspect, thongh it will not bo régarded as 
unprecatented by those who know anything of 
the relutions betwen Proteutantaand Catholics 
in China and “Korea. For oursilves wa aro 
neittor Protestant nor Catholic, lut we should 
he loth to believe that eithor would be guilty 
of preneditating yorsonal injury to the,othor 
or even conniving stanything of tho sort.” Tho 
whols wrotched story affords melancholy evidence 
of the frustration and fulility of missionary 


propaganda in Chinn. Dr. Machio.has resided | 
for tavonty yeara in the neighbourhood of Lin- 
chow without living down the belief amang 
ignorant Chinese that Christiana kill bablos 
and uso them in their religions myatories Aud 
daringall that time he has apparently loat none 
of his sectarian hated of the non-Presbyterion 
Christianity’ which ix offered {0 tho Chiueso by 
the Frunch priests, But it ie the Chinese who 
will hace to pay. ‘Not the actual perpetrators 
of thes shocking murders, who may never bo 
discovered, but tho village which has’ been 
unfortunate ovough to harbour a inission, sud 
the governor of the profecture who did not havo 
sufficient soldiers {0 deal with o sudden riot, 
and the Viceroy of the province whu is respon. 
sible for th governor of the prefecture and all 
his sete of omission and commision, Traly, 
it is suprising dist Chinase offloills should by 
cre lited with looking npon tho vstablishment of 
a mission in theiy districts with onything but 
satisEuslion. aa
